The hard fought prohibition con- 
test in the Bennettstown district of 
Christian county was ended Satur- 
day by a decisive victory for the 
dry side.

There were 203 votes in the dis- 
trict and only 21 failed to vote. 
Most of those were white people 
away from home. Of the colored 
voters about 35 voted with the dry 
side. The leading prohibition 
workers were J. R. Brame, P. E.

J. J. Stevenson, W. W. Thomas, J. 
J. Thomas, W. J. McGee, Scrogg 
Tuck, col., and Abram Brame, col. 

Rev. E. L. Roberts, of Princeton, 
and Rev. E. C. Leeper, pastor of 
the local C. P. church, conducted 
the speaking and Robt. N. Lander, 
col., and Eph Poston, col., spoke to 
the colored voters. The fight was 
waged fiercely tor two weeks, with 
speakings every night and a house 
to house canvass. 

The election passed off quietly, 
Sheriff Davis being on the ground 
in person. 

J. J. Stevenson, Gus Miles, W. G. 
Fox and Jack King, col., were the 
officers of the election. R. T. Pace 
and T. L. Mot. were challengers. 

A committee of ladies headed by 
Mrs. M. S. Major, Mrs. P. K Sher- 
rell, Mrs. F. M. Girand, Mrs. J. J.
